56.  The  parties  seeking  to  obtain  a Private  Bill, 
shall  pay  the  Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  before  the  First  Reading  thereof,  and  an 
additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  immediately 
after  the  Second  Reading  thereof.  And  no  such  Bill 
shall  be  read  a First  Time,  or  committed  after  Second 
Reading,  until  the  fees  payable  on  the  First  or  Second 
Reading  respectively  are  paid  to  the  Clerk,  and  all 
such  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  parties  applying 
for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small  pica  type,  twenty- 
six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in  Imperial  octavo 
form,  each  page  when  folded  measuring  10J  inches  by 
7i  inches,  and  100  copies  thereof  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the 
First  Reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  re 
printed  by  the  promoters  thereof.
